REFORM IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


‘Some of the leading eastern papers 
are now discussing what is termed the 
Quincy experiment. This experiment 
was a complete rovolution in the sys- 
tem ot teaching in the common schools 
of Quincy, Massachusetts. 

The State of Massachusetts has long 
enjoyed an enviable reputation for the 
excellence of its public schools. Mass- 
achusetts is a very progressive State, 
perhaps because it has more radical 
thinkers to the square mile than any 
other section of the nation. So that 
it is not alfogether surprising that 
the public school trustees of Quincy, in- 
stead of remaining satisfied with the 
system in use because it was admitted 
to be good, made a searching exa.rina- 
tion into it to determine its actual 
value. They became convinced that 
the education the children were re- 
ceiving was superficial, that it was 
their memory not their reasoning 
power that was being developed. They 
concluded that the whole theory of 
inatruction was wrong, that the 
children were being taught pretty 
much as parrets are. And, it should 
be remembered, the system of teaching 
in ‘Quincy was the same that is pursu- 
ed in what are called the best com- 
mon schools throughout the country. 

The school trustees of Quincy deter- 
mined to try a complete change ef 
system. They substituted practice 
for precept in the schools. They se- 
cured as superiatendent an enthusias- 
tio young German instructor ef radi- 
cal views. He secured a staff of teach- 
ers whom he imbued with his own 
idea.of instruction, and the Quincy ex- 
periment began, 

The reform began in the primary 
schools. Instead of learning to read 
by studying the alphabet the children 
wére made familiar with short words 
written on the blackboard. They 
were taught to understand the mean- 
ing of combmations of words almost 

The number of studies in the gram- 
mar schools was out dow from seven 
to three—reading, writiog and ar- 
ithmetic!» Im the place of the old 
method of committing lessons ftom 
books to memory, the pupils were 
taught by incessant practice in school 
hours. They were obliged to write a 
great deal in school—not mechani 
from copies, but from their heads. 
Thus by constant practice they rapid- 
ly acquired the art of compesition and 
could write almost as easily as they 
could speak. Spelling and grammar 
were naturally acquired *by the cor- 
rection of errors. 

The old course of text books was 
almost entirely abandoned. Fresh 
and entertainiog articles in Scribner's 
and other current periodicals were 
substituted for the time-honoured 
Reader. The new regime did not, 
however, include the teaching of draw- 
ing, which has been advocated by our 
esteemed contemporary on the Com- 
stock. The idea was to reduce the 
- number of stadies rather than extend 
them; to teach a few branclies of 
knowledge thoroughly, rather than 
give pupils « superficial smattering of 
many. : 

Charles Francis Adams, Jr., lives 
in Quincy, and is well known to the 
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the Atlantic. He iaa thinker and a 
close student of social questions. He 
describes the results of the new sys- 
tem as most gratifying. The new 
plan, Mr. Adams says, is “a complete 
negative of the whole present common 
school system, founded on a faith in 
the infinite capacity of children to 
know at an early age a little of every- 
thing.” 

The new system has been in use 
three years. Under it the pupils have 
made greater progress, and take an in- 
terestin their studies. The school 
trustees of Quincy are delighted with 
the success of their experiment. The 
tax-payers have reason to be, for the 
cost of keeping up the schools has 
been reduced from $19 25 for each 
scholar per year to $15 68.

A Mach Married Man 
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The late King of Burmah had dur- 
ing his lifetime fifty-türee recognized 
wives, by whom he had a nice little 
family of 110 children, of whom fifty- 
nine survive him. Of the fifty-three 
wives, twelve died before the King, 
and of the remainder two were impris- 
oned by him on account of their sup- 
posed complicity io plots by their 
children, and two were expelled for 
adultery. Deductiog those who died 
and these four, the King had, at the 
time of his death, thirty-seven recog- 
u wives. Of these ‘thirty-seven 
ladies one only was massacred by 
Kiog Theebaw. No fewer than four- 
teen of this lady's cLildrea aud grand- 
children. were massacred with her. 
Thirteen of the late Kings wives quit- 
ted the palace either during bis illness 
or just after hia death. The remain- 
ing twenty-three are stillin the pal- 
ace, and of that number seven only 
are free, or believed to be 80. The 
other six een are in confinement more 
or less strict. Seven are known to be 
in rigorous imprisonment; some are 
in dowble irons, half starved, and not 
permitted to have any attendants. 
One of the forty-eight sons born to 
the King, twenty-four were alive at 
the time of his death. Of these, four- 
teen are known. to have been masga- 
cred by Theebaw. Feur are now 
alive in India, leaving only six, in- 
cluding the present King, alive in 
Mandalay.

THE BABY PLANT. 


A Heautiful Botanical Wender. 


From the Portland, Oregon, Standard. 


No curiosity exhibited in this city 
or years has attracted such general 
attention ag that wonderful plant at 
Shannahau's art gallery. Fully 3000 
people have visited the place to look 
upon the botanical wonder. It is said 
to be indigenous to Japan. Its tech- 
nical term has not been ascertained, 
but it is known, aod appropriately so, 
as the Baby Plant.” It is of the 
genus lily, sometimes attaining a high? 
of four feet and blossoming semi-ap- 
nually. The one of which we write, 
is, however, not more than twelve 
inches in hight, with leaves about sx 
inches long and two inches wide. The 
flower is star-shaped, having five pet- 
als of a handsome brown and yellow 
color. The calyx encircles and pro- 
tects a tiny little figure that bears an 
exact resemblance to a nude baby, its 
little arms aod legs outstretched, and 
the eyes distinctly marked. Hover- 
ing over this diminutive form is a 
small canopy, angel-shaped, having 
extended arms and wings, and peer- 
ing closely into the face of the infant. 
The family ef plants af Wich the 
„baby“ is a — prodse dd only 
the specimen now on exhibition, but 
also give perfect imitations, if such it 
can be designated, of different animals, 
insects and birds. Mrs. Mark Hop- 
kins, of San Francisco, bas one of the 
latter varieties for which $300 was 
paid. The plant grows to be about 
three feet in hight, when fully ma- 
tured, and when io full bloom, the one 
now in this city will look like a ship- 
wrecked foundling hospital.

A correspondent of the New York 
Sun calls attention to the fact that 
there is on the Callao, Lima and 
Oroya Railroad, Peru, 94 miles from 
Lima, on the very summit of the 
Andes, a small town called Galera 
This place is situated on the western 
slope of the dividing range of the 
great chain, 15,645 feet above 
the level e she sea, and about 600 
feet above the live of perpetual 
snow. It was founded in 1872 by an 
engineering corps on the Oroya Rail- 
road. It derived its name from a 
tunnel or gallery which is being 
bored through the summit from the 
Oreya Railroad, and is 1.173 meters, 
or 8,846 feet in length.

Shortly afterward Birmiogham, to- 
gether with William Barues, Richard 
Wheeler and John Montague, went to 
Pinte tepee near by, and there dosed 
the Indiws with whiskey, and told 
them it was the wish oi the. residents 
of the valley that all China- 
men there should be  extermi- 
nated, and especially the one 
employed by Birmiogham. Inflamed 
from the effects of the whiskey and 
stories told them, aud encouraged by 
a twenty-dollar coin, the Piutes at 
once made arrangements for the on- 
slaught. It was during the evening 
when they proceeded, with shotguns 
te the place where the Chinaman ia 
age was, While on their way 

r. Richardson, an old and very 
highly-respected citizen of the valley, 
saw them, and at once scented mis- 
chief. Heimmediately made arrange- 
ments to follow them, but before he 
overtook them they had accomplished 
their design. The doctor took from 
them their guns and the scalp. Up 
to this time they believed that io 
committing the crime they were ob- 
serving the wishes of the people of the 
entire valley. 

The matter was soon noised about, 
and a clear statement of the eotfre 
affair was learned from the Piutes. 
Birmiogham and Montague were 
arres on a charge of dispensing 
liquor to Indians, while Wheeler and 
Karnes were bound ever to await the 
action of the Grand Jury of Emer- 
alda county. On Tuesday last the 
two first-named men were tried be- 
fore Justice Hamilton of the valley, 
and found guilty of the charge pre- 
ferred against them. 

The Piutes are now conscious of the 
entire affair, and of the manner io 
which they were made the prepetra- 
tors. They heve sworn vengance on 
the four aceessories to the deed, and 
if any of them should get free they 
will undoubtedly meet the fate of the 
Chinaman.

But first I would 
state that this system of surveying by 
triangulation Over extended areas from 
high mountain stations, is preceded 
by a preliminary survey or reconnais- 
sance. By the latter the stations are 
chosen and the plan of the survey de- 
termined.

THE SURVEY FROM MT. LOLA, 


which is some forty miles nearly west 
of Reno. From this station the fol- 
lowing mountain peaks were signalled 
to and the intervening territory map- 
pel. The heights and distances were 
recently, from good authority, accu- 
rately stated in the Gazerre: Mt. 
Shasta, in Shasta county, California; 
Mt. Lyno, Tehama county; Snow 
mountains, Lake county; Marysville 
Buttes, Sutter county; Mt. Diablo, 
Contra Costa county; Mt. St. Helena, 
Lake county; Pine Hill, Amador 
county; Mt. Lyons, (Round Top) Al- 
pine county; Carson Cone, Churchill 
county, Nevade, and Plaza Station, 
Washoe ceunty, about fourteen miles 
north-west of Wadsworth. Each sig- 
nal station becomes for a time the 
head station, for purposes of increased 
observation and aceuracy of survey. 
One or two men are stationed at each 
signal point. The signal is made by 
means of ahelivtrope, and the return 
signal observed through a telescope. 
At the head station observations are 
made by a theodolite, vertical circle, 
transit aud zenith telescope. The 
hours of service are from sunrise un- 
til 9 a. u., from 12 M. to 130 rr. u., 
and from 3 Pp. u, until sundown. Al 
observations are carefully made and 
all records sent to Washington, where 
the measurements are detern.ined. 


THE WORK OF MAYOR BINBECK'S PARTY.

como COMING UP. 
A Booming Camp— Abundance of Wood 
and Water---The, Miafng Prospects 
right---New Bal Golug Up. 
a Rush of 
From our ewan correspondent. 
Ebrrox Gazetre:—Your valuable 
paper comes daily to camp, and is ove 
of var mst visitors. You 
would think s0 if you could step into 
one of our Como dugeuts and see the 
Reno boys: gather around the fire- 
place and eagerly listen to the news 
from the village af the Tréckec. The 
miners and prospectors begin to feel 
the need of a more comfortable abode 
fer the approaching winter, so many 
of them have left their temporary 
summer resorts, such as dugouts and 
brush wigwaws, and have substituted 
snug cabins and frame houses in their 
stead, while some others odcupy 
their time gathering their winter's 
wood, of which we have great quanti- 
ties in nearly every quarter of the 
district. A’ few days ago I saw an 
article stating that there was a séar- 
city of wood and water at Como, which 
you will see was erronoous, when you 
hear that they have beep hauling wood 
from the Como rage ‘or the Virginia 
market for over nineteen years, and 
still they are hauling the nut pine 
with eight and ten horse teams every 
day. Alli the surrounding bills were 
once covered with a 
LUXURIANT GROWTH. OF NUT rin, 
but around Comoand vicinity it has 
all been cut off and hauled away, but 
still there are many thousand cords 
in the hills, within a distance of from 
one to five miles from Como, which 
has never yet been struck with an ax, 
and which can be procured for from 
$3 to $5 per cord, according to the lo- 
cality of the wood ou the ground. 
The stumps of the timber that has 
been cut away still stand, and a per- 
son can take ap ax and go within a 
feurth of a mile of Como and guther 
six or seven cords per day. Mr. Wel- 
ter, the gentleman who is building 
the mill, has got four men cutting 
stumps, two of whom gathered, hauled 
and corded seventy-five cords in eleven 
days, and still the good stump work 
goes ahead. Now for the water 
question. Ihave drank water from 
SEVENTEEN DIFFERENT SPRINGS 
within one and one-fourth miles of 
Come. The water is delightfully 
cool and pure, aa it springs from the 
mountains of one solid formation, 
which extend for many miles io every 
direction. Mr. Welter has just com- 
pleted a well to-day, and has got four 
feet ‘af water and has only sunk 
twelve feet. Water can be got in al- 
moat apy part of West Como by sink- 
ing from ten to twenty feet. To 
close on this subject, 1 must say I 
have never yet scen a camp in the 
State better fixed for wopd atid water 
than Como.

It is im- 
possible for me to wake a speech on 
this occasion. I am not like your 
Senators, who are in the babit of mak- 
ing long speeches to you and catching 
your votes. I can’t talk in that way.” 

Senators Jones and Sharon then 
made brief remarks; and were followed 
by J. G. Fair, in response toa call 
from the crowd. Mrs. Gillette pre- 
sented the General with a beautiful 
silk flog.

Take the word phthisic, for exam- 
pie. Could letters be thrown together 
by accident and make a much werse 
jumble? Said a bright schoolbuy to 
me once after a serious wrestle with 
this word, “I wish the man who first 


spelled pbthisic that way had to have 
it all the time.” And we can all 
sympathize with the wish. 

Think of the months, and we may 
say years, spent in our youth in mas. 
tering the spellers, and then think of 
the constant recourse we have to the 
dictionary even in writing common 
words to see if s or c or z is used. 

Horace Greely set the good exam- 
ple in the Tribune of omitting e from 
height, also in spelling plow for 
plough. But our Pacific coast speller 
still uses the old form. The author 
evidently thought that children ought 
to work for what they get, and they 
certainly do if they attain to any de- 
gree of excellence in this branch. 

Some of our leading papers omit ue 
in such words as burlesque. If they 
would continue the good work and 
leave off n from autumn, contemn, 
kiln, etc., they would hasten the hap- 
py tirse that will be hailed with de- 
light by teachers and pupils. 

Some who have a smattering of 
Latin and Greek protest against any 
change en account of the derivation, 
but this cannot be a serious objec-

Meadow Lake Ores. 


The Truckee Republican of, yes- 
terday states that Meadow Luke ore 
has at last been successfully worked. 
Thirteen tons of ore from the U. 8. 
Grant mine, yielced nearly $1281. 
The process used consists in partially 
roasting the ore, crushivg it iu 3 
stamp mill, heating the pulverized 
mass to a cherry red in su ordinary 
furnace, aod then amalgamating it by 
asimple pan process. An assay of 
the tailings showed that only $5 56 
per ton escaped. The method of 
working is known as the Gould pro- 
cess. 


Meadow Lake is a large district, 
aod has numerous ledges of rich rock, 
but hitherto no means of pfrofitabl 
working the eres had been deviesll 
Large fortunes have been sunk in the 
mines of Meadow Lake, and the men 
ruined by their investments there long 
ago abandoned the property.
